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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


TO  THE  WENDELL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE: 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  opening  of  the 
West  School.  A  considerable  number  of  the  voters  having 
demanded  it  the  board  made  the  necessary  arrangements  and 
opened  the  school  October  20  with  11  pupils,  and  a  graduate  of 
Fitchburg  Normal  School,  class  of  1924,  in  charge.  Early  in 
November,  Mr.  B.  F.  Jones  of  the  state  Department  of  Educa- 
tion spent  a  half  day  in  town  and  under  date  of  November  18 
wrote  at  some  length  his  impressions.  After  noting  the  improve- 
ments at  the  Center  and  the  number  of  pupils  and  grades  in  each 
school  he  goes  on  to  say: 

Our  little  one  room  schools  have  been  necessary  in  many 
localities  and  will  for  a  long  time  exist.  They  are,  however, 
disappearing  very  rapidly  in  those  sections  of  the  state  where 
better  arrangements  can  be  made.  Already  more  than  one 
hundred  towns  and  cities  in  Massachusetts  have  abandoned  all 
one  room  schools  and  are  educating  their  children  in  graded 
schools  of  two  or  more  rooms.  Less  than  3  per  cent  of  our 
public  school  pupils  are  now  attending  the  one  room  school. 
The  reasons  for  this  widespread  desire  are  briefly  as  follows: 
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(1)  In  the  long  run  better  teachers  may  be  secured  for 
graded  schools  than  for  the  one  room  school.  No  teacher  no 
matter  how  well  trained  can  do  justice  to  the  typical  one  room 
school  with  seven  or  eight  grades  and  with  pupils  of  all  ages  from 
five  up  to  fourteen  or  fifteen.  Teachers  are  trained  for  graded 
schools  and  naturally  desire  to  serve  there. 

(2)  With  three  or  four  grades  to  handle  the  teacher  has 
about  twice  as  much  time  for  actual  teaching  and  for  individual 
help  as  she  would  have  with  the  seven  or  eight  grades  found  in 
the  one  room  school.  Under  the  grade  school  plan  towns,  there- 
fore, get  a  far  large  return  from  their  expenditure  for  teachers' 
salaries. 

(3)  More  adequate  supervision  is  possible  with  centralized 
schools  because  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  supervisors  of 
special  subjects  can  devote  more  time  to  supervision  and  instruc- 
tion than  would  be  possible  if  they  were  required  to  travel  long 
distances  among  the  schools. 

(4)  In  graded  schools  pupils  receive  inspiration  when 
working  with  groups  of  pupils  of  similar  mental  development. 
Friendly  rivalry  and  competition  are  easily  aroused.  In  the 
one  room  school,  on  the  other  hand,  most  classes  are  so  small 
that  the  benefits  of  competition  are  lost. 

These  advantages  of  the  graded  school  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  school  authorities  in  every  town  still  maintaining 
one  room  schools.  At  the  same  time  that  graded  schools  provide 
better  educational  opportunities  for  children  they  usually 
provide  better  physical  conditions.  In  my  observations  in 
Wendell  I  find  that  all  of  your  schools  have  cross  lighting  which 
scientists  say  is  injurious  to  the  eyes.  The  .Mormon  Hollow 
school  is  exceedingly  dark  owing  to  its  situation  in  a  hollow 
among  the  trees.  Both  the  Mormon  Hollow  and  the  West 
schools  need  adjustable  furniture.  The  West  school  needs  new 
blackboards,  and  the  Center  should  be  remodeled  so  as  to- 
provide  proper  lighting. 
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In  view  of  both  the  educational  and  physical  needs  observed 
in  the  schools  of  Wendell,  I  desire  to  suggest  for  the  consideration 
of  your  committee  the  desirability  of  making  the  Center  school 
into  a  two-room  building,  closing  the  West  school,  transporting 
the  pupils  to  the  Center,  and  transporting  the  Mormon  Hollow 
pupils  to  Millers  Falls.  The  records  show  that  Wendell  is 
financially  able  to  make  this  change  for  the  improvement  of  the 
schools.  The  school  tax  rate  is  now  $6.37  as  contrasted  with  an 
average  rate  of  $8.74  for  the  127  towns  in  the  group.  In  other 
words,  if  the  school  tax  in  Wendell  should  be  increased  to  the 
average  of  $8.74  per  $1000,  Wendell  would  be  raising  annually 
an  additional  amount  of  $1700  for  her  schools. 

These  statements  from  one  well  acquainted  with  condi- 
tions throughout  the  state  are  recommended  to  your  careful 
consideration.  For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1924,  Wendell 
had  two  schools,  one  at  the  Center  and  one  at  Mormon  Hollow. 
Adding  together  the  cost  of  teaching,  transportation  and  other 
items  which  could  be  directly  charged  against  each  school, 
charging  the  Center  with  two-thirds  and  the  North  West  school 
with  one-third  of  the  overhead  costs,,  school  board,  supervision, 
etc.,  and  dividing  each  result  by  the  average  membership  of  the 
school  made  the  cost  per  pupil  at  the  Center  $123,  and  at  Mor- 
mon Hollow  $185  per  year.  Transportation  costs  are  heavy  in 
Wendell  but  small  schools  are  even  more  expensive.  The  town 
can  save  $500  or  more  with  the  present  distribution  of  population 
by  closing  the  North  West  school. 

The  appropriation  made  a  year  ago  was  $500  less  than  the 
estimate  of  the  amount  needed  and  several  things,  such  as  school- 
ing 12  or  15  children  in  Erving,  have  occurred  to  greatly  increase 
necessary  expenses.  The  school  board  was  therefore  obliged  to 
draw  for  special  funds  which  ought  to  have  been  kept  for  later 
improvement  and  also  leave  unpaid  bills  to  a  considerable 
amount,  which  must  be  considered  in  making  appropriations 
this  year.    In  making  up  the  budget  for  this  year  the  expenses 
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for  the  past  ten  years  have  been  studied  and  the  absolutely- 
necessary  expenses  for  maintaining  three  schools  carefully  esti- 
mated. It  will  very  likely  prove  before  the  end  of  the  year  that 
as  many  items  have  been  figured  too  close  as  too  large.  The 
school  board  will  find  it  difficult  to  meet  all  demands  unless  they 
have  available  at  least  $7500,  or  if  interest  money  is  replaced. 


With  thanks  for  all  the  kindness  that  has  made  work  in 
Wendell  enjdyable  during  the  past  year,  this  report  is  respectfully 
submitted.

The  work  in  the  schools  this  year  has  consisted  of  class  room 
inspection  and  health  talks,  home  visits.  Two  patients  were 
taken  to  the  hospital.    One  was  given  nursing  care. 

We  have  arranged  to  hold  Dental  Clinics  in  West  and 
Center  Schools.    Dr.  Blanford  has  consented  to  do  the  dental 
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work  in  the  schools  for  much  less  than  the  full  cost.  It  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  the  growing  children  to  acquire  the 
habit  of  taking  care  of  their  teeth.  Many  do  not  realize  that 
children  cut  four  permanent  teeth  between  the  age  of  5  and  7, 
and  that  the  purpose  of  those  teeth  is  to  preserve  the  arch  and 
allow  second  teeth  to  come  in  their  proper  places. 

Several  Dental  Clinics  have  been  held  in  other  towns  and 
proved  successful.  .  When  the  clinics  are  held  we  like  to 
have  the  parents  visit  and  see  what  is  being  done.

TO  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  WENDELL  FREE  LIBRARY: 

There  is  not  much  to  report  for  the  year.  A  few  new  books 
have  been  purchased,  and  the  state  library  commission  presented 
us  with  45  books  for  the  children.  Other  gifts  were  250  years  of 
Northfield,  by  the  town  of  Northfield.  A  souvenir  of  Massachu- 
setts Legistators  by  G.  M.  Underwood  of  Orange.  Revised 
edition  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  given  by  un- 
known friend.  Birds  of  Massachusetts  and  New  England, 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  E.  D.  Austin  of 
this  town  gave  us  a  book  of  fiction  entitled  a  Busy  Year  at  the 
old  Squire's. 

The  traveling  library  has  been  discontinued  as  Miss  Chand- 
ler did  not  feel  able  to  do  the  work  longer. 

We  received  two  very  interesting  sets  of  pictures  during 
the  year.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools 


TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  WENDELL: 

During  the  year  1925  there  has  been  expended  for  schools 
in  Wendell  a  little  more  than  $7000.  In  round  numbers  the 
following  distribution  is  fairly  accurate: 

Center  School.  .  .  $2300      Cost  per  pupil,  $82.50 

West  School   1150      Cost  per  pupil,  94.00 

North  West  School   1575      Cost  per  pupil,  157.50 

Elementary  Schools  out  of 

Town   1125 

High  School   850 

The  Center  school  has  a  large  total,  cheifly  on  account 
of  transportation,  but  the  lowest  cost  per  pupil. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  general  arguments  for  a  cen- 
tral school  were  quite  fully  and  clearly  set  forth  and  there  is 
really  little  valid  argument  against  such  a  school  in  the  abstract. 
In  making  practical  application  in  any  place  difficulties  arise. 
The  people  of  any  vicinity  where  a  school  has  been  maintained, 
perhaps  for  many  generations,  strongly  regret  and  resent  its 
closing  for  reasons  both  practical  and  sentimental,  People 
with  children  seeking  homes  in  the  country  are  much  influenced 
by  the  nature  and  location  of  the  schools.    Most  of  them  want 
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a  school  near,  although  the  number  is  increasing  who  realize 
the  value  of  a  central  school  within  reasonable  transporting 
distance. 

One  difficulty  lies  in  the  fact  that  no  distance  is  reasonable 
unless  the  road  is  good.  It  is  no  criticism  of  any  highway  de- 
partment to  say  that  for  modern  ideas  of  traveling  country  roads 
are  not  good  or  are  good  only  a  small  part  of  the  time.  The 
prosperity  of  a  town  as  well  as  the  location  of  its  schools  is  great- 
ly dependent  on  the  condition  of  its  highways,  Roads,  good 
all  the  year  around,  built  through  all  sections  of  the  town  which 
it  is  worth  while  to  keep  open  for  permanent  homes  would  cer- 
tainly help  to  attract  desirable  citizens  and  probably  would  be 
worth  more  that  for  purpose  than  a  local  school  as  compared 
with  a  central  one,  if  the  circumstances  are  such  that  the  local 
school  must  be  small  and  expensive. 

These  statements  are  not  intended  as  arguments  on  either 
side  so  much  as  a  statement  of  pertinent  facts  to  supplement 
last  year's  report  and  which  may  be  of  help  in  making  decisions. 
Population  shifts  so  much  that  we  are  frequently  faced  with 
the  problem  of  dividing  a  large  school  or  closing  a  small  one. 
Just  at  present  a  central  school  would  be  too  large  for  one  tea- 
cher, but  not  very  large  for  two.  There  is  no  claim  that  a  cen- 
tralized plan  would  save  money  for  the  town.  It  would  cost 
as  much,  but  probably  not  much  more  than  the  present  arrange- 
ment. The  building  at  the  Center  is  of  such  size  and  shape 
that  it  can  easily  be  made  into  a  two-room  building  by  chang- 
ing partitions,  possibly  adding  an  entrance  hall.  This  change 
would  be  of  some  advantage  even  if  only  one  room  were  in  use, 
for  it  should  be  more  convenient  and  better  lighted  as  well  as 
easier  to  heat. 

The  estimates  submitted  cover  in  full  the  probable  cost 
for  1926  of  the  schools  as  they  are  and  include  school  nurse  and 
physician.  The  schools  and  community  are  getting  excellent 
service  from  the  Red  Cross  nurse  whose  report  is  included  and 
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who  has  been  paid  by  selectmen's  orders.  The  only  reason  for 
including  it  with  school  costs  is  that  the  law  requires  the  school 
committee  to  hire  a  nurse  and  direct  her  time  and  the  State 
Department  may  call  the  board's  attention  to  the  matter.

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School  Health  Report

Dear  Mr.  Carpenter: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  to  you  this  annual  report  of  the 
school  nursing  for  the  town  of  Wendell. 

I  am  sure  a  brief  summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  past 
year  will  be  of  interest  to  all  who  will  read  this  report.  The 
children  of  the  center  school  were  examined  by  Dr.Blandford, 
school  dentist  and  found  to  need  a  great  deal  of  dental  work. 
In  figuring  up  the  cost  of  this  work  it  amounted  to  $150.00,  the 
full  cost  if  the  work  were  done  at  his  office  would  amount  to  over 
$300.00.  You  can  see  the  great  need  there  is  in  this 
school  if  these  children  are  to  be  given  the  best  chance  for  health. 
If  the  first  five  grades  could  be  taken  care  of  the  expense  all 
through  the  school  years  would  be  greatly  lessened  and  the 
benefit  to  these  children  greater  than  we  can  estimate.  We 
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were  unable  to  have  the  dental  clinic  there  last  year  owing  to 
lack  of  funds- 
Two  dental  clinics  were  held  at  the  West  School.  Seven  chil- 
dren received  treatment,  some  of  them  needed  so  much  it  was 
necessary  for  them  to  be  treated  at  both  clinics.  No  work  is 
ever  done  for  the  children  without  a  written  permission  from  the 
child's  parents. 

Dr.  Johnson's  (school  physician)  examination  of  the  children 
in  the  Center  School  disclosed  the  following  defects.  Defective 
throat  3,  teeth  22,  nose  1,  glands  0,  eyes  4,  10  per  cent  and  more 
underweight  4.  At  the  Mormon  Hollow  School  there  were  5 
•  with  defective  teeth,  1  defective  throat.  School  was  closed  at 
the  West  end  the  day  Dr.  Johnson  examined  the  children.  They 
will  probably  be  examined  in  spring. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  to  report  to  the  parents  the 
result  of  the  school  physician's  examination.  Four  children 
were  taken  to  Greenfield  to  Dr.  Millett  for  examination  of  eyes. 
The  children  have  been  inspected  at  school  and  Health  and 
Hygiene  taught.  Twenty  days  are  given  to  the  Wendell  schools 
during  the  school  year.  This  time  is  divided  as  equally  as  possible, 
but  when  the  roads  are  bad  some  visits  are  omitted  and  given 
at  another  time.  Extra  time  is  given  by  the  Red  Cross  when 
necessary.  The  co-operation  of  parents,  teachers,  and  the 
entire  community  is  necessary  to  accomplish  all  that  can  be  done 
to  give  the  children  the  best  opportunity  possible  to  grow  up 
healthy  of  mind  and  body,  capable  of  making  their  lives  success- 
ful and  happy. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  I  drove  11,502  miles  in  cov- 
ering my  district  of  six  towns  last  year. 

If  we  can  find  some  way  to  have  the  Dental  Clinics  this  year 
and  see  that  every  child  has  a  chance  to  grow  up  with  sound 
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teeth  we  will  be  accomplishing  something  worth  while.  The 
children  in  the  cities  are  in  better  physical  condition  because  of 
the  many  opportunities  to  attend  to  defects  in  childhood.  In 
Wendell  we  have  a  chance  to  have  many  of  these  opportunities  if 
we  make  use  of  those  within  reach  and  we  are  near  enough  to 
hospitals  to  enable  every  one  to  secure  treatment  needed.
